There wag two or three days' delay 
in transmission owing to bad atmos- 
pheric conditions; but. in due cours.', 
about four days later, t lie following 
•reply was received. Station 2-OD. 
Bucks.. England, transmits a message 
from Cambridge England, to Station 
SBN Montreal. 
"To Professor A . S . K.v». 
.McGill University . Montreal. 

Sir Krnest Rutherford sends greet- 
ings of good will and success to the 
AIcGill Radio Association. 

Rutherford." 

These messages were transmitted and 
received by Jvtr. .1. I.. -Miller. Pre- 
sident of tho McGill Radio Associa- 
tion. This- enthusiastic radio worker, 
owner of station 2-BN, has sent mess- 
ages both ways by code to stations 
in every distinct in the United States 
and Canada, as well as to Europe. He 
has also transmitted messages to the 
Macmlllan Station, more than ^'.000 
mi'.es north of Toronto. 

It Is safe to say that, of the hun- 
dred watts employed in transmission 
not one'' millionth part of the power 
arrives at a receiving station across 
the Atlantic.

And freedom is one of the qualities of which McGill students 
arc proud, for it is not so long that Dr. Gordon J. Laing said to 
a gathering of undergraduates, "You have more liberty, more inde- 
» pendence.^ than- any students 1 have ever known." But, as Dr. 
-'. ^ Laing pointed out, our fortune lies in our own hands and we are 
the ones who shall make it for good or for ill. And this applies as 
much to student government as it does to any other single phase 
of college existence. We. to a very large extent, have the power to 
contre] many of our own activities and if these are to be successful 
we should know the workings of this machinery of government in

(Continued from pngo 1) 
left this orgnmlKwtKin to Join the con- 
corn with -which he is now connected, 
relating how each' change of work lind 
boon a. promotion, ITU bo finally be- 
came Vloe-prosI'Vint of I he world's 
most, fanioun rBllwa.y ayMcm. 

Mr. ' trull, on opening bis nddress, 
commented on (lie difficulty of speak- 
ing to young men and women heennse 
lie declared he remembered well 'when 
lie hlmanif hed |.o liston hi Ion* and 
soiueMinoH tlreSoMe dddr^ivms. Me then 
continued hla itddress liy describing 
Iho «yntotn of management as regard 
the officers of iho company. The 
slmroholders. who are (ho ownera of 
the road, are represented by a hoard 
or fifteen directors whoso duty ll. is 
to loMf nfter tho shareholders' In- 
terests. The adnilnalrallon. declared 
Mr. Ball, wan nlmoat entirely In the 
blinda of Ihe 1'rcnidrnt of the com- 
pany. 

In -discussing thii merits of divisional 
operating and departmental operating, 
Mr. Ball emphatically declared thai 
the former In hla opinion was by fai- 
llie best system. II la the system now 
In vogue, and the whole line Is divided 
known under the ferm* of AVeat of 
Fort William and tlasl of fort Wil- 
liam . Theao large divisions are, nub- 
riivldcd into small dlvlslonit which as 
nearly as iKissiblo conform with pro- 
vinxslal boundary lines. A superin- 
tendent has charge of each of these 
divisions and it Is hla duty to go over 
Hie road himself lo fee If his 'instruc- 
tions are being carried out. Mr. Hall 
then dealt with tho different officers 
employee! In the orgnnl%a.tion and ex- 
plained (he dtttlea of these men. 

Mr, Moll then turned to the grain 
moving fnieallon and drew a good pic- 
ture of Ihe difficult les encountered In 
handling the enormou» amount of groin 
In ISItO, declared Mr. Ball, the grain 
crop was thirty millions ' of bushels, 
nnd in 18Ï3 it was a billion hunhols. 
The two railways aro up against the. 
peculiar task of moving three million 
bimliel» of grain from all points em 
the prairie to the elevators at Port 
William. I'relght carH are placed at 
all stations on the main line and on 
the different branch lines. There a.re 
at Winnipeg two hundred miles of 
tracks where reserve freight cars an; 
kept and when the wheat is sorted a 
sample of each e;ar is tak^n and certi- 
fied by ihe government officiais is to 
its ëjuaJit.y. U rs then -shipped to 
Kort William, or in the winter time 
to Quebec or St. John. 
. Mr. Hall spoke of the difficulty in 
running a train in winter time, com- 
menting on how little people realized 
the difficulty of tire fireman's job in 
feeding the locomotive. He then 
dwelt on the expense incurreel in ope- 
rating trains and told about the etrict 
observation which must be kept on 
the expense account of each train at: 
all times. " ,. - 

Probably the. most interesting phase 
of his lecture was the one on the Pa- 
nama Canal which he visited this 
winter. As overyone knows the Canal 
was originally begun by the French 
Government, but ended in failure, and 
Mr. Hall pointed out that the French 
could not bo criticized when one un- 
derstood • the difficulties under which 
they worked. The intense heat of 
the country and the flies and mosqui- 
toes from the swamps of the interior 
made the eleath rate. appalling, aud the 
enterprise was doomed a failure. 

The American Government took over 
tho project and aftor nnuoxing a strip 
of land ten- miles wldo-sct up hospi- 
tals and made sanitary arrangements 
to fight tho disease. In the construc- 
tion a rB'er was dimmed and an ar- 
tificial lake formed. This supplies 
enough water to lift tho boats at the 
different locks on the canal. The 
cunnl itself is ihree hundred feel wide 
and one hundred feet deep. Mr. Hall 
then explained iho value of (he canal 
in getting from tho Atlantic (o the 
Paoh'lo nnd I old from hla own experi- 
ence how a trip was made In fifteen 
hours which without ihe canal would 
have taken throe weeks to go around 
by (he Horn) The canal, explained 
Mr. I lull, brings Vancouver closer to 
titties on the Atlantic .'lea board 
and will ultimately become a commer- 
cial enterprise; 

t'ho speaker conclude his address 
by saying (hut if nhj'on'J bad a ttues- 
tion to ask ho would lie delighted to 
ans-wor it. Several of Ihoto present 
took advantage of (his offer and Mr.
